duction in the number of buyers 
j« competing for farm products.

cur retailers competitive "vith all 
types of merchandising."

Time Buying 
Dangerous 
If Overdone

WASHINGTON I/PI —Buying 
on 


time is more than an American 
custom. It's one of the props of 
the economy. It can be dangerous 
if it's overdone. The 
Eisenhower 


administration seems 
concerned 


that could happen. 


Credit buying zoomed in 1955. It 


shot up more last year than in the 
previous two years of 
President 


Eisenhower's term. Auto buying 
was a big part of it. 


Eisenhower didn't come right 01 


and ask Congress to pass a

Instead, he sugge'ste 
Congress consider doing it. 


But credit curbs are unpopula 


with businessmen and with Con 
gross too in peacetime. So, unles 
Eisenhower is willing to fight 
standby controls, he is unlikely t 
get them. 


He didn't seem ready to figh 


hard when he brought up the prob 
lem in his economic report to Con 
gress yestrday. He handled th 
subject gingerly. This is the wa 
his suggestion was made: 


"It would be desirable 
to in 


crease the influence 
the federa 


government can exercise on con 
sumer 
credit. . . . Consideratioi 


should be given to restoring the 
government's power to regulati 
the terms of consumer installmen 
credit." 


The government did have . such 


controls during the korea.i Wai 
but suspended them in 1952. No\v 
it has no direct controls on credi 
buying, except for stocks. Most 
ly it can only put a brake on ji 
through interest rates on govern 
menl-bkck home buying and push 
ing banks into tightening up 
on 


their lending. 


Through a control called Regula- 


tion W the government, during the 
Korean War, required a one-thirc 
down payment on automobiles anc 
13 months to pay. A 15 per cen; 
down payment was required on 
most household goods, with 
18 


months to pay. And through an- 
other regulation, called X, the gov- 
ernment exercised controls on nev, 
home buying. 


In contrast to the Korean War 


days, some auto dealers now let 
a customer have 36 months to pay, 
with small down payments.

ion is endeavoring to catch 
up 


with and surpass the United Slates 
in many basic lines (;£ industry, 
but it definitely is not competing 
with America in building motor 
cars. 


Thus Ivan, the average Russian 


who would like to own a private 
car, is going to have to wait 
a 


very long time for one. The lim- 
ited production of passenger auto- 
mobiles will continue to go to the 
favored few. Even they mils', wait 
as much as a year for a small Po- 
beda 
sedan, 
equivalent of. 2 ',-2 


years' wages of an 
average non- 


farm worker. 


The Soviet economy will suffer 


too, 
for truck transport will con- 


tinue for a number of years to 
play a relatively minor role in 
haulage. 


The figures on the Soviet auto- 


mobile position have become avail- 
able only recently. For many years 
the government avoided publishing 
them— presumably because they 
were not very flattering. 


But in collection with tho an- 


nouncement 
of

new 1856-GO 


five-year plan, the Soviets reveal- 
ed that in 1955 they turned out 
445,000 motor vehicles. Of these it 
can be estimated that about 115,- 
000 were passenger cars and 330,- 
000 trucks.
